There is evidence that this 
back-bench mood is not absent 
from the Cabinet itself.

Mr. Butler’s two 
most serious opponents arc 
Lord Woolton, whose prettige 
has suffered so terrible a 
blow, and Mr. Oliver Lyt- 
telton, once an obvious can- 
didate for the position of 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and always a reliable spokes- 
man for bie business. Mr. 
Buttier’s position is still strong. 
His Budget was well received 
by the Party, because at first 
giance it seemed to offer a 
Conservative alternative 
Socialism. But many of the 
Tories who welcome.-it have 
not accepted its economic im- 
plications, and if dissatisfac- 
tion with his general econo- 
mic policy should become 
stronger among Tory back- 
benchers, Mr. Butler’s op- 
ponents in the Cabinet will 
take part and resist him even 
more persistently than now. 
Already their opposition has 
forced him to modify the de- 
taiis of his policy — the im- 
portant details without which 
the policy itself cannot hane 
together.

To the Editor of The POST | 
Sir, — When I read that 
some Indian Jewish _im- 
migrants to-Israel were clam- 
ouring to return to India,

I have no right to pass 
judgment on those who find 
life too difficult in Israel.

themselves when, not so long 
ago, they clamoured for seats 
in the planes that were to 
take them to Israel.
